SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Teenie Boppers #1 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is due to the fact that the publication tends to promote and support 
the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. 

The publication is a video recording containing a feature, six trailers and three opening 
notices. The publication is entirely concerned with the explicit depiction of sexual 
activity for the purpose of viewer sexual arousal. The female participants in the 
publication are deliberately presented as young persons, through the use of clothing, 
accessories, settings and fictional scenarios and/or the emphasis of the females 
naturally youthful appearances. As a result of this the publication validates sexual 
interest in young persons and encourages the idea that they are desirable sexual 
partners. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression, but this 
is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling 
under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 are deemed 
to be objectionable. With reference to the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 the 
classification is also a reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression that reflects 
the concern of "a free and democratic society" to limit the availability of publications 
that tend to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes. 
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
